PRESIDENTS  REPORT. 


Morehead  City,  N.  0.,  July  21st,  1921. 
To  the  Stockholders  of  the  Atlantic  &  North  Carolina  Rail- 
road Company. 

Gentlemen :  1  beg'  leave  to  submit  this  my  annual  report  as 
President  of  your  Company. 

This  has  been  an  unusually  quiet  year,  as  you  all  know; 
business  of  every  kind  has  been  terribly  depressed,  and  the 
railroads  have  come  in  for  their  share.  Notwithstanding  this 
fact,  I  believe  this  company  has  gone  through  with  its  usual 
routine  business. 

Sickness,  which  resulted  in  the  death  of  my  brother,  pre- 
vented me  from  being  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  in  June.  I  am  advised  by  the  Secretary  that  the 
semi-annual  dividends  were  declared  and  paid,  and  that  all 
matters  pertaining  to  taxes  have  had  the  proper  attention. 
For  information  relative  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  com- 
pany, I  refer  you  to  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  Finance 
Committee. 

The  Experts  have  made  an  examination  of  the  physical 
condition  of  the  Road  and  1  refer  you  to  their  report  for  this 
information. 

The  rent  on  the  office  building  at  Beaufort,  owned  by  Lhe 
company  and  occupied  by  the  Government  for  Post  Office  pnr- 
poses  has  been  increased  from  $240.00  per  year  to  $600.00, 
so  that  now  the  company  will  receive  some  little  income  from 
this  building  above  taxes  and  insurance  charges. 

It  is  with  deep  sorrow,  I  mention  the  death  of  two  of  our 
associates  during  the  year.  Hon.  E.  C.  Duncan,  one  of  the 
largest  stockholders  of  the  company,  ami  Yiv.  Dempsy  Wood. 
both,  a  stockholder  and  director.  It  is  not  ours  to  know  now, 
why  these  were  taken,  both  of  whom  so  long  and  so  well  con- 
nected with  the  company,  and  whom  we  shall  so  sadly  miss — 
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some  day  we  shall  understand,  until  then  we  see  through  a 
glass  darkly,  and  bow  submissively.

To  the  Stockholders  of  the  Atlantic  and  North  Carolina  Rail- 
road Company. 

Gentlemen :  We,  the  undersigned  Experts  on  the  part  of  the 
Lessor  and  Lessee,  submit  herewith  our  annual  report  on  the 
condition  of  your  property. 

Roadway :  The  roadbed,  both  cuts  and  fills,  is  in  good  con- 
dition. There  is  considerable  growth  which,  if  cut,  would  im 
prove  the  appearance  of  the  road. 

Cross  Ties:  The  per  centage  of  good  cross  ties  in  the  track 
at  the  present  time  is  larger  than  at  the  time  of  the  lease,  and 
the  condition  is  up  to  the  standard  required  by  the  term*  of 
+  he  lease. 

Bails:  The  rail  is  in  good  condition,  showing  very  little 
wear  and  none  of  it  requiring  removal. 

Bridges  and  Trestles:  All  bridges  and  trestles  are  in  good 
condition.  During  the  past  two  years  considerable  improve- 
ment has  been  made,  and  with  the  replacement  of  a  few  tics 
and  guard  rails,  little  work  would  have  to  be  done. 

Buildings:  The  Station  buildings  and  New  Bern  Shops  are 
in  good  condition.  No  repairs  have  been  made  on  the  Atlantic 
Hotel. 

Wharves:  The  wharf  at  Morehead  City  has  been  abandon- 
ed, and  is  not  kept  in  repair.  The  wharves  in  New  Bern  are 
in  good  repair.
